nppointed, we called upon Mr. Watklns him- 
self for'a report of it, and received a very brie: 
and meagre sketch—which by no means doe* 
him justice— accompanied by the following 
note:—"It i* impowible for me to write ou1 
tht> i-pri-ch a* made, not intending at the tirau 
to have done so, and I hnve rather embodied 
the Huntiment that I intended to utter, than to 
give what I actually may have «aid."] 


Mr. AY ATKINS then stated that ho ehonli] 


have preferred and hnd intended not to addrev* 
the meeting; thnt the propriety of doing vo 
might be qiifationnble, ns bis personal relations 
to tho object of tho meeting might be rustle 
the occasion of impugning hi* motive*. That 
he would be itudioun not to Indulge in nny ex- 
pri'ision* that should gho cause to impute to 
him any Intention of having any purposes to 
•ubserve by the action of the convention. Mr. 
Watkin* then prucoudvd at some length to 
speak upon the mbjcct of Slavery; thnt lio 
had not been opposed to thu annexation of Tex- 
as to the Union, or tho acquisition of territo- 
ry, hut thnt h« wua oppoaed to tho extension of 
Slavery i that the laws in tolerance of Slavery, 
hnd no foundation in principle; that they were 
all tbe result of compromises, in which Slave- 
ry had yielded nothing, and Freedom had sub- 
mitted to much. Thut tho original compro- 
ruiio of this question had not satisfied tho de- 
mand* of Slavery, and the question had been 
opened, and further demand* of Slavery Imd 
boon conceded, from Hum to time, until Sin- 
vory lUelf, intlified with the concessions of 
Freedom, had declared a finality upon com- 
promise*, nnd thut the subject should not bo 
further agitated. 
Freedom had submitted iu 


silence, until the repose had been awakened 
by tbo Nebraska Bill, threatening tho viola- 
tion of alt compromise upon the subject, and 
the removal of all land-mark* of liberty. Mr. 
Watkin* dwelt at *ome length upon the sub- 
ject, and then proceeded to state that he bad 
alwny* acted with tho Poinocratio party, in- 
tended to do so in the future, bnt that he owed 
It to no party to yield tke territory secured to 
Freedom to be pro*tltuted to Slavery, and 
since tbe finality apou thi* question had been 
removed by the Nebraska Bill, he wa* opposed 
to it* becoming a law, and wa* now ready to 
demand the repeal of the Fugitive Slave Act, 
—nn act which he believed wo* nncqnstitatioTi- 
nl, and never had any foundation except in 
compromises which Slavery had subverted.— 
That them principle* hi> would mnintain as 
sound democracy, and Insist upon the right of 


He urged that, with a jury trial in such c*se«, 


it wa* not tbe verdict of tk«J*rjr ttatttte.de the 
fugitive a *lave, bnt that. If a slave at all, it 
waa b*.tk£fo$af of law* Eli, another fltate, over 
i»hi«p w*4a»« no control, and for which we 
-**re Jit rttooaeible. And the jury wa* called 
{p sicapiy.to djaterraine the fact whether tbe fn- 
Bitiv* w»* a pxMtton held to service or labor un- 
der the law* of another State, and consequently 
one in whose behalf this State could not inter- 
fere, to the extent of setting him free. But 
thin whole matter WBR not material to the pur- 
POMFS of this Conveution. Onr battle now b 
with tbe Fugitive Act of Congress. We oppose 
thnt, because Congress ha* no power over the 
•ubject at nil, it being a mere matter of com- 
pact between the States. \Ve oppose it because 
it denie* the right of trial by jury, and attempt* 
to do away with the benefit of tbe Writ of Hit- 
bent Corpus. These are sufficient grounds of 
opponitiun, aad we can maintain them. It i* 
the attempted execution of thi* act, among us, 
that ha* endangered our liberties and called u* 
together in their defense. He thought the true 
course of the Convention wa* to take ground 
against the present Act, without attempting to 
deny nny obligation, tinder any circumstance* 
or any law, to allow fugitive* to be taken back. 
If we do deny that, we might be iu opposition 
to the Constitution, and that w« do not wish to 
be, if we can accomplish our purposes without 
it. Let us deny the power of Congress over 
the subject, nud uinintatn that all power over 
it belonp* to thu States, anil when we have 
gained this point, it will be time to settle 
what obligation* the clause in, the Constitution 
impose* on u*. For these reason*, he thought 
the preamble should stand a* it was. 


He then proceeded to say that two or threo 


days ago he had read with great pleasure an 
article ill the Wisconsin fi<(»n«r,alludiug favor- 
ably to tho objects of thi* meeting and iuviting 
the Germans to attend here. It was said in 
thnt article that "the language in which Goethe 
and Schiller wrote, wa* not fitted to speak in 
defence of slavery." He believed this was 
true, for in reading Schiller's works he found 
sentiments so noble thnt the same language in 
which they were uttered ought not to be uited/ 
to defend injustice. In hi* play of Williamf 
Tell, he describes a furtive who in hi* (light 
had arrived at the borders of u lake.

We,bad a[t'in;itve among 
us who bad fallen into tho hands of the ministers 
of despotism and oppression, who denied him 
his constitutional right*.

The prison doors were opened, not by the 
niigel oftho Lord, but by gooa nnd noble men, 
ami the fugitive uumo fur-tit to freedom.

dinary spectacle to tbe world. Tbe voice of 
sympathy nud encouragement, to the accused 
lins gcnio np, in all the free State*, trom the 
Atlantic ocean to the Mississippi River.

Such a writ was issued for Glover; bnt they 
who held him rewlved not to obey it.

rescuers, therefore, were acting not only accor-

>nd injustice *o richly merit. I leave his judi- 
cial character to the dissecting knife of a more 
skilful anatomist, and hi* judicial remains to 
be entombed by an impartial posterity, in the 
Golgotha of tyrants, among the Jeffrey* of a 
past age. He ha* used his judicial prerogative 
to establish tho law of Slavery on the free soil 
of WUoonein, and strike down the libertie* of 
the people, and the people's maledictions will 
cling to hi* name and memory, as long as ju- 
dicial tyranny is remembered witn scorn atnonc 
Freemen.
